fo a survey by a joint committee on 
oil pollution of the American Engi- 
neering Council, just made public 
show that pollution by oil of waters 
in Arkansas is declining. 


M. Z. Bair, chief sanitary engineer 


of the Board of Health, in his replj 
to the joint committee's questionnaire, 
indicates that state machinery in Ark- 
ansas is inadequate to control the sit- 
uation. Furthermore, "salt water is 
also a factor in pollution," he asserts. 


Legislation to extend federal juris- 


diction over waters which are under 
state control is opposed by the com- 
mittee, of which Robert S. Wcston of 
Boston, representing the American 
Society of Civil Engineers, is chair- 
man. 


Replies to a questionnaire sent to 


sanitary engineers in forty-four states 
show that pollution is believed to be 
decreasing in twenty-five states, and 
increasing in eleven. In six states the 
question was regarded with doubt.
